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The Court, upon reviewing the ex parte application brought by Defendant Facebook, Inc. for an 
order shortening time for depositions; 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 

1. The Court GRANTS Facebook’s ex parte application. The Court hereby grants Facebook 
leave to serve deposition notices or subpoenas on shortened time on Ted Kramer and Thomas 
Scaramellino. Facebook may notice each deposition for any date up to and including April 15, 2019. 
The duration of each deposition shall be limited to two hours of questioning. 

2. For good cause shown, the Court GRANTS Facebook leave to take a subsequent 
deposition of Ted Kramer and Thomas Scaramellino.

3. The Court ORDERS Vestigant-—the neutral third party forensic examiner appointed in 
this matter—to search for and produce certain communications within 48 hours of receiving data 
collected by Stroz Friedberg in this matter. Specifically, the Court orders Vestigant to search that data 
for communications between Six4Three or its legal team and the e-mail domains named in Exhibit 3 to 
the Declaration of Zachary Abrahamson in Support of Defendant Facebook, Inc.’s Ex Parte Application 
for an Order Shortening Time for Depositions (April 11, 2019).
